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LOCAL CURRENCY 
MAY BE CREATED 


Clearing’ House Committee 
Considering Possibility 
of Substitute for 
‘Legal Tender. 


PETITION ASKS FOR IT. 


John R. Thompson’s Name Heads | 


List of 500 Urging Emer- 
gency Issue, $1 to $5 .” 
Denominations. 


An active inquiry into the possibility uf 
creating a local emergency circulating me- 
dium in the place of currency was begun by 
the clearing house committee yesterday and 
will occupy the greater part of the time at 
the meeting this morning. . 

The discussion had its primary source in 
the sTowlag practice of employers of meet- 
ing their payroll partly with checks, but it 
received new impetus from a petition signed 
by County Treasurer John R. Thompson 


+ and 500 other citizens, which was handed to 


James B. Forgan as he left hie office last 
evening, asking for an issue of asset cur- 
rency for the relief of business houses and 
public officials in paying their employés. 
The day’s business showed that the 
flurry, so.far as popular uneasiness is con- 
cerned, is a thing of the past. The public 
confidence was strengthened by the Informa- 
tion that large amounts of cash continued to 
pour into the city. President Mitchell of the 
IIlinois Trust and Savings bank said he had 
contracted for an additional shipment of 
$500,000 in gold from London, making a total 
importation of $1,000,000 for this institution. 
The First National bank sent a representa- 
tive to Washington to arrange for an addi- 
tional issue of $2,500,000 in bank notes. 
Believing the feeling of security to be cer- 
tain in its continued growth, several mem- 
bers of the clearing house committee con- 
tended that a consideration of a small de- 
nomination substitute for currency was un- 
necessary and unwarranted by the outlook. 
Others urged that anticipation of the most 
extreme possibility could not be ill advised. 


J. R. Thompson Petition. 


The petition, headed by Mr. Thompson's 
name, was not brought formally to the at- 
tention of the clearing house members, and 
Mr. Forgan had time for only a cursory ex- 
amination of the plea. With this as his only 
information he stated that the term “ asset 
currency " had been used without full know 
edge of its meaning. The petition was 
worded as follows: 

** Whereas, the commercial situation in our 
city fs such that it is dificult to get sufficient 
currency to meet pay rolis and provide for 


such transactions as necessitate cash; and, 


“ Whereas, this condition, if continued for 


any great length of time, would work untold ° 


hardship upon the entire community; and, 

“Whereas, your committee represents 
hundreds of millions of dollars in valuable 
securities; and. 

** Whereas, we have the utmost confi- 
dence in the integrity and ability of your 
committee to properly handle the situation, 

Therefore, we, the undersigned ‘citizens 
of Chicago, respectfully urge upon your com- 
mittee to issue at once asset. currency—bills 
in denominations of $5, $2, and $1—and pledge 
the securitfes which are accepted by your 
committee, reserving sufficient margin to 
safely secure such currency.“ 

Forgan Questions Legality. 

“They have not expressed their desire,“ 
said Mr. Forgan. “ The law will not permit 
the issue of ‘ asset certificates." Any banker 
knows that efforts have heen made continu- 
ously during the last ten years to persuade 
congress to pass legislation permitting the 
banks to issue ‘currency’ secured only by 
their assets. 

A second plan, the division of the existing 
clearing house certificates into fractions of 
$1, $2, $5, and $10, received further criticism 
from Mr. Forgan. 

“ That in effect,” he declared, “ would be 
doing just what we cannot do, in fact, the 
issuing of asset currency.’ No one ever con- 
sidered the use of certificates except among 
the banks for the settlement of balances with 
each other. They never were intended for 
circulation and never will be put to that use. 

The one step, outside of a possible general 
use of cashier's checks and certificates of 
deposits, that has been considered, is the 
issuance of small checks against each bank 
in the clearing house with the security of 
the clearing house certificate behind them. 
This plan has not been thrashed out.“ 


Several Cities Try Such a Plan. 

A plan on the genenal lines of the foregoing 
has been called into use in St. Louis, Des 
Moines, and several other cities of the west. 
Under the clearing house certificate scheme 
the individuals receiving checks have the 
same security that the banks have among 
themselves. The smalb clearing house checks 
would merely be the result of splitting up, 
as it were, a big one, the big one being held 
as security for the little ones. All the clear- 
ing house certificates have behind them seou- 
rities equal to about 188 per cent of the face 
ot the checks. Little checks would be just as 
good as the big ones. 


Cashier’s Checks Now in Use. 


A plan which a number of the banks and 
firms already have put into operation is Mke 
this: 

The firm drawe a cheok, say, for $30 on its 
own bank, made payable to the order of A, an 
empboyé. A presents this check to the bank, 
which in turn may offer him $10 in cash and 
$20 in cashier’s checks on the bank. These 
checks may be in amounts of $5 or $10, or less. 
They are the regular form of cashier's check, 
drawn to the order of employé A, but since 
they are made payable through the Chicago 
clearing house, cash cannot be collected upon 
them. But if A chooses to write his name 
across the back of the check, it becomes pay- 
able to bearer and is the obligation of the 
bank itself. : 

The postoffice department is one exception 
among those who are accepting checks in lieu 
of cash in Chicago. Postmaster Campbell 
announced that the postage on all classes of 
mail matter must be peid in currency until 
further notice. ' 

Stores Receive Checks. 

Im the department stores and moet busi- 
ness places in the shopping district the check 
ig now practically legal tender. If the per- 
son who presents it is armed with the proper 
credentials and can satisfy the firm that he 
or she has a right to the check it is accepted 
instead of money and goods in ordinary 
amounts may be obtained. If you offer a 
check for more than the amount of goods 
you have purchased you may receive the 
balance in cash.

POLICE TAKE CASE IN HAND. 


Investigation May Shed New Light on 
Murder of Vrzal Family. 


The mysterious death yesterday afternoon 
of William Nieman, 677 West Nineteenth 
street, caused a renewed interest in the case 
against Herman Billik, the Bohemian fortune 
teller and magician who is under sentence 
to be hanged for murdering the family of 
Martin Vrzal by means of poison. 

Nieman was the husband of Emma Vrzal 
Nieman, the state's chief witness in the 
BilHk case, who charged that Billik poisoned 
her father and four sisters, and caused her 
mother to commit suicjde after he had spent 
most of the money the mother got in life 
insurance. 

The death of Nieman appears to uave 
great possibilities from the viewpoint of 
Billik’s interests. ZBillk maintains he is 
innocent, and that Mrs. Nieman committed 
the wholesale poisoning. 

My husband had been sick with rheu- 
matism for several days, said Mra Nieman. 
“We did not think he was dangerously 111 
until he suddenly gasped for breath and 
expired in his brother’s arms. 

Police Begin Investigation. 

Nieman had had no doctor for three days. 
After his death Dr. M. A. Weiskopf, 8&5 
Ashland avenue, was summoned and asked 
by Mrs. Nieman to make out a death cer- 
tificate. Dr. Weiskopf had treated Nieman 
for rheumatism. He was suspicious about 
the cause of death and notified the coroner. 

Coroner Hoffman notified the police of 
the Hinman street station, who immediately 
investigated the death. 

Nieman’s brother, Fred, a farmer liv- 
ing at Downer’s Grove, was present when 
Nieman died. 

“This afternoon after dinner we were 
in the living room,“ he said. William had 
just taken up his long pipe to smoke and 
was seated in a rocking chair. Without 
any words he began gasping for breath, and 
before we could get a doctor he was dead. 

“T don't see any evidence of poison. He 
drank heavily of late, and that may have 
affected his heart.“ 

Post-Mortem Examination Begun. 

Coroner Hoffman, Dr. H. G. Reinhardt, 
coroner's physician, and Dr. Harold N. 
Moyer, the alienist, went to the Nieman 
residence in the evening and made a post- 
mortem examination of the body. 

„% We were not able to arrive at any conclu- 
gion as to the cause of death,” said Coroner 
Hoffman. We removed the stomach, in- 
testines, liver, and kidneys, and placed them 
in jars. Dr. Moyer will make a microscopical 
analysis, and, if necessary, a chemical analy- 
sis will be made later. 

The inquest will be opened at 10a. m. today 
and will be continued to permit vances of 
the internal organs. 


Death Revives Billik’s Hope. 

The news of Nieman’s death seemed to ro- 
vive Billik’s hope. The shadow of the gal- 
lows een has not in the least perturbed him. 

Attorney Francis N. Hinckley, 4007 Grand 
boulevard, whose energetic work in stirring 
up sentiment in favor of Billik, has resulted 
in getting sufficient funds to appeal to the 
Supreme court, refused to give any opinion 
as to the cause of Nieman’s death.

MALONEY MYSTERY AT END 


Heiress Reported on Way Home 
with Her Father. 


CLARKSON STILL IN LONDON. 


Conversion of Osborn Reputed Factor 
in Reconciliation. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 4.—[Special.]—Mar- 
tin Maloney, the Standard Oil magnate whose 
daughter, Helen, recently eloped with Samuel 
Clarkson, a young Englishman, hes effected 
a reconciliation with his daughter and isnow 
‘on his way home with her, Clarkson having 
returned to London. They may be already 
in America. 

Arthur Herbert Osborn, the young New 
York broker, who, after the elopement, as- 
serted that Miss Maloney had married him 
has become a convert to the Roman Catho- 
lic faith and his marriage has been accepted 
“as legal and valid by Miss Maloney’s family. 
The pope is said to have refused to annul the 
marriage. 

Mrs. Maloney in Hospital. 

Mrs. Maloney has been so prostrated by the 
events of the last few weeks that she has had 
to go to a sanitarium in Philadelphia, believed 
to be Dr. S. Weir Mitchell’s private hospital. 

The presence in Philadelphia of either Mr. 
Maloney, or his daughter, is authoritatively 
denied, although their arrival is bourly ex- 
pected. 

These facts were obtained today by a re 
portes from one of Mr. Maloney's attor- 
neys, and from @ Zirl chum of Miss Ma- 
loney, who knew of the Osborn marriage 
and is fammar with the incidents leading 
up to her elopement with Clarkson. 

The fact that Osborn has become a Roman 
Catholic may have everything to do with the 
ultimate solution of the affair, since the op- 
position to him by the Maloney family was on 
account of the religious differences of the 
young couple. Upon the heels of the con- 
firmation of the Osborn marriage comes the 
charge made by Miss Maloney's friends and 
relatives that Clarkson was never really in 
love with the young heiress, but was after her 
money. 

Clarkson had learned that on her birthday 
Mr. Maloney had presented to his daughter 
$50,000 in Standard Oil and government 
bonds and jewels worth $20,000. The jewels 
included pearls worth $8,000, an emerald 
brooch surrounded by diamonds, and a ring 
containing many diamonds. All of these were 
taken along whep they eloped. 


Tells of Meeting Clarkson. 

Previous to the elopement and previously to 
Clarkson's arrival from England the young 
woman told a man friend at Spring Lake that 
she had met a man named Clarkson in Lon- 
don and that he was perfectly splendid.” 

Ghortly afterward she received a cahje- 
gram the contents of which she would not 
tell, but which she answered by the one 
word “No.” Clarkson arrived soon after- 
ward. The semé man she told of meeting 
Clarkson was also in her confidence regard- 
ing the elopement. Miss Maloney asked him 
to escort her to Philadelphia, where she in- 
tended to meet Clarkson. This he refused 
to do, and she went . —

Forty-two Aldermen, Mus- 
tered for Test Vote, Show 
Supporters of Ordi- 
nance in Control. 


MEASURE UP TOMORROW. 


Action in Committee of Whole 
to Follow Summary Defeat 
of Overtures to Tun- 
nel Company. 


The Chicago Telephone company appar- 
ently has rounded up more than enough 
votes to put its franchise ordinance for 
another twenty years through the city coun- 
cil. Seemingly all doubts on that poist 
were dissipated by a test vote taken at the 
meeting of the body last evening, in which 
forty-two aidermen went on record as favor- 
ing the company's program. It was opposed 
by twenty-seven. 

The ordinance will come before the alder 
men for passage at a special meeting te 
be held tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock. 
Its consideration was postponed last night on 
account of the unavoidable absence from the 
city of Al& Snow, leader of the opponents, 
He expects to return tonight. 


Three Votes in Reserve. 

It is “ authoritatively reported that the 
company really has forty-five votes at its 
disposal, the test vote having failed to smoke 
out three aldermen who. will stand by the 
company if their votes are needed. As it 
requires only thirty-six votes to pass an 
ordinance, the company is feeling more than 
confident. The word has been passed along 
to put the ordinance through practically in 
its present shape—10 per cent dividends and 
all the other provisions. 

The test vote last night was taken on the 
resolution of Ald. Foell to investigate the 
practicability of the automatic telephone and 
the possibility of the Llinois Tunnel com- 
pany’s extending its cheaper service to ae- 
commodate the whole city. 

The forty-two aldermen lined up with 
the Chicago Telephone company voted dows 
this proposition summarily, not one making 
explanation except Ald. Kuna.

Ordinance Itself Called Up. 

It was at the close of the meeting and fully 
an hour after the Foell resolution had been 
defeated that Ald. Young, chairman of the 
committee of gas, oll, and electric light,

Promise High Class Service. 
The officials of the tunnel company give 


@ssurances that they can develop their tele- 


Phone system into a high class service that 
will be practical in as large a city as Chi- 
cago,”’ said Ald. Foell. “I asked the com- 
anittee to call the tunnel men before it and 
ask them if they prould develop their service 
and take over h part of the Chicago Tele- 
Phone company as should be found prac- 
ticable.

pany the grant. And in that case no injustice 
would be done to the Bell company, although

It 
will not take more than thirty days to make 
this investigation, which may mean the sav- 
ing of millions of dollars to Chicago and its 
people.

TRUST CONCERNS GET AID 


Two Companies Which With- 
stood Runs to Be Strength- 
ened; Gold Pours'In Today. 


* 


New York, Noy. 4.—[Special.]—Today, the 
last business day before the arrival of the 
initial shipment of gold from abroad, passed 
not only without an unfavorable develop- 
ment but with every indication that a solu- 
tion had heen practically reached of the dim - 
culties discussed at the all night conferences 
Saturday and Sunday nights. 

Details remain to be arranged at confer- 
ences to be held tomorrow, when, unless the 
entirely unexpected happens, it is certain 
that the control of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron company will ass from the syndicate 
which has owned the company fortwo years 
to the United States Steel corporation or 
bankers acting for that company; that the 
Trust Company of America will continue in 
business and pay off checks against it much 
more expeditiously than of late; and that 
the Lincoln Trust company will be strength- 
ened and supported with similarly favorable 
results. 

The resignations of the directors of the 
Trust Company of America and of the Lin- 
coln company have been placed in the hands 
of Mr. Morgan's representatives. This has 
been done in order that the financiers who 
are to furnish the funds to the twe concerns 
may ‘be in control of their affairs. 


More Gold Engaged. 

Another distinctly favorable development 
of the day was a continuation of the gold 
import movement. Bankers here not only 
secured all the $2,000,000 gold laid down in 
the London open market but withdrew large 
sume in addition from the Bank of England. 
The engagements for the day aggregated 
$3,650,000. Of this amount $500,000 was se- 
cured by the Commercial National bank of 
Chicago and the remainder as follows: La- 
zard Fréres, $1,000,Q00; Heidelbach, Ickle- 
heimer & Co., $1,000,000; National Bank of 
Commerce, $500,000; Seaboard National 
bank. „000. These engagements brought 
the total for the movement up to the hand- 
some amount of $32,750,000. 

The negotiatione for the transfer of con- 
trol of Tennessee Coal and Iron were re- 
garded. as favorable both in effect on the 
United States Steel corporation and in mak- 
ing possible the transfer or payment of 
heavy loans made on Tennessee Coal and 
Iron stock. It was reported that banks and 
trust companies in this city were carrying 
security to the 
amount of more than $10,000,000. It was as- 
sumed that a part of such loans was in the 
Trust Company of America and that the pay- 
ment would place that company even more 
strongly in funds. 

One of the other ways in which the Trust 
Company of America, it became known, has 
raised money was in the transfer of a loan 
of $2,600,000 secured by Central of Georgia 
railroad stock. The entire capital stock of 
the company, $5,000,000, was purchased by 
Mr. Thorne and Marsden J. Perry in the in- 
terest, it is generally understood, of E. H. 
Harriman. The stock was placed in the 
Trust Company of America as security for 
the $2,600,000, but since the run on the com- 
pany began the loan has been taken over by 
some other banking institution or ibstity- 


tions. 
Stocks Fall, Then Rise. 

The stock market was weak at the open- 
ing, liquidation being induced, apparently, by 
the figures of the bank statement of Saturday 
and the fact that the result of the all night 
conferences had not then become known. 

Investment buying continued actively and 
strongly throughout the day and with other 
buying, some of it, it was thought, from bank- 
ing sources, brought about a sharp rally in 
the market. 

The Kronprinzessin Cecilie, due tomorrow, 
will unload about $8,000,000 before the open- 
ing of business Wednesday, and $12,000,000, 
provided steamers are on time, will be un- 
loaded on Thursday. 


SAYS CITY MUST ECONOMIZE. 


Controller Wilson Warns Heads of De- 
partments to Trim Estimates 
for Next Year. 


Controller Wilson gaye the regular yearly 
warning to the heads of city hall departments 
yesterday when he sent out the blanks on 
which they are to make estimates of the 
money their departments will need next year. 
These estimates are for the information of 
the council finance committee when it makes 
up the budget.. The controller made his plea 
for economy in making these estimates the 
stronger this time by pointing out the fact 
that the present financial situation is apt to 
lessen the city’s income next year.

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RICH CONCERN 


Acquires Control of ‘Tennessee 
Coal and Iron Company. 


EARNS $13,265,971 IN YEAR. 


Sale of Stock One of Most Important 
Planned by New York Bankers. 


New York, Nov. 4.—[Special.}]—One of the 
most important matters discussed at the con- 
ferences of bankers and financiers Saturday 
night, Sunday, and Sunday night was the 
sale of a controlling interest in the Tennessee 
Coal, Iron, and Railroad company to the 
United States Steel corporation or interests 
allied with that company. 

Some men prominently connected with both 
companies regard the negotiations today ag 
completed. Others say they were nearing 
completion and would nd doubt be brought 
to a successful completion except for some 
development not then expected. 

The Tennessee Coal, Iron, and Railroad 
company is one of the most successful and 
most important independent steel companies 
in the United States. 


Get Washington View? 


The United States Steel corporation controls 
now about 60 per cent of the steel output of 
the country, and though it was nowhere in the 
financial district thought that acquisition 
of Tennessee Coal and Iron would convert 
the steel corporation into a monopoly, it was 
assumed in some quarters that officials of 


Washington would so regard it in case the 
deal went through. 

In this connection much interest was taken 
in the conference between E. H. Gary, chair- 
man of the board of directors of the United 
States Steel corporation, and H. C. Frick, 
one of the most_influential directors, on the 
one hand, and President Roosevelt and mem- 
bers of his cabinet on the other, in Washing- 
tom today. Mr. Gary and Mr. Frick left for 
Washington after midnight this morning 
after a conference in J. P. Morgan’s library, 
at which Grant B. Schley, one of the men 
in control of Tennessee Coal and Iron, was 
among the conferees. 


Holdings Are Valuable. 


The company’s properties are in the Bir- 
mingham (Ala.) section with the largest 
plant at Ensley, six miles from Birmingham. 
It has sixteen blast furnaces, with a capacity 
of about 850,000 tons per annum, and owns 
450,000 acres of coal, ore, limestone, and im- 
ber lands and developed coal mines with a 
capacity of 20,000 tons a day. Its railroad 
property is the Birmingham Southern rail- 
road, which has 105 miles of main line, ter- 
minals, and spur tracks fully equipped and 
connecting gthe several. plants of the com- 
pany. 

The company’s last annual report, for the 
year ended Dec. 31 last, showed gross earn- 
ings of $13,265,971; net earnings, $2,753,160; 
surplus, after paying 8 per cent dividends on 
the preferred and 4 per cent on the common, 
$126,881. 

No authentid information is obtainable re- 
garding the terms of the deal which the 
steel corporation acquired control of the Ten- 
nessee company. Guesses ragged all the way 
from $80 to $100 a share. 

The Republic Iron and Steel company, 
which is owned by the men who control Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron, is not, as far as known, 
included in the negotiations. 


6,000 MINERS QUIT WORK 
WHEN CHECKS ARE OFFERED. 


Coal Workers in Three Towns Near Dan- 
ville Decide to Remain Idle Until 
Wages Are Paid in Cash. 


Danville, III., Nov. 4—[{Special.]—Six 
thousand miners at Kellyville, Stealton, and 
Westville have quit work because of the an- 
nouncement that wages would be paid in 
checks instead of cash until the money 
stringency is over. 

Last Thursday night the miners were noti- 
fied. Friday only a portion of the men were 
at work, and Saturday the entire number 
failed to show up. A massmeeting was 
called and the men decided not to go to work 
until assured thet they would be paid in 
cash. 

Local coal yards are supplied with am- 
ple stocks and no‘serious results are an- 
ticipated unless the miners remain idle for a 
long time. The Illinois Traction System, 
which owns the light plant here, owns the 
mines and pays the men in cash,

Victim of Accident Accused of Perjury 
in Suit by Which He Won 


Damages. 


Alleging that Louis W. Griffith, 37 3 
old, 340 Ohio street, perjured himself when 
he testified in Judge Mack's court recently 
that he was maimed for life in an elevator 
accident, a member of the firm of Frost 
Bros., commission, merchants, 122 South 
Water street, caused his arrest last even- 
ing. Griffith had testified that be was in- 
jured when repairing an elevator in Frost 
Bros.’ store in 1903. By his evidence a ver- 
dict of $4,750 was awarded him by Judge 
Mack. The members of the firm say they 
have received information since then that 
the injury was slight.

FIELD MUSEUM GETS $430,231 
BY PROBATE COURT RULING. 


Will Construed to Mean That 88,000, 
000 Bequest Is in Addition to Sums 
Given Previous to Date of Testament. 


The Field Museum was enriched by $480,231 
yesterday by Judge Cutting of the Probate 
court in a friendly suit filed by the trustees 
of the museum against the executors under 
the will of Marshall Field. 

The money in question was paid to the 
trustees of the museum by Mr. Field before 
Feb. 5, 1904, when his will was made. In 
his will he provided a bequest of $8,000,000 
for the museum, with thé proviso that sums 
paid by him to the trustees subsequent to 
that daté should be subtracted from the en- 
dowment at his death. 

The trustees of the estate raised the ques- 
tion whether Mr. Field’s-intention was that 
the museum should also be given outright 
the sums already handed to the trustees. 
The court found that this was the intention. 


SENT BACK TO CRIMINAL COURT 


New Maneuver in Cases of Prisoners 
Who Seek Release Because of 
Illegal Trial. 


Two courts attempted yesterday to 
etraighten out the tangle caused by the 
Supreme court's decision restricting the juris- 
diction of the municipal tribunal. 

The cases of the first batch of sixteen 
prisoners, séntencedsillegally, who now are 
seeking freedom, were up in Judge Chet- 
lain’s Criminal court. He, adourned the 
hearing temporarily, and Municipal Judge 
Going appeared on the scene and opened 
court. On motion of Assistant State's, At- 
torney Barbour the Municipal court set 
aside all its previous proceedings, and or- 
dered the filed sent back to the Criminal 
court. Judge Chetlain then reconvened court, 
and Mr. Barbour moved that the cases be 
reinstated. Judge Chetlain, after argu- 
ments, postponed the cases until Saturday. 

The sixteen prisoners are in the* county 
jail, in the custody of Sheriff Strassheim, 
Just what authority he has for holding them 
no one seems to know. Another batch of 
twenty-five prisoners, seeking freedom on 
similar writs, is expected from Joliet to- 
morrow.

This was the statement of the Rev. Thomas

at Lincoln center. 

“This celebration,“ he continued, should 
be called the centennial of Dr. Jones. Of 
course, he is not a hundred years old—not 
much more than half a hundred. I believe. 


been a pastor in Chicago he has done 100 
years work. He stands in this community 
for all that is best in the grand march of 
progress in our time. 

His tolerance of religious and economic 
systems different from his own is one of the 
grand traite in the man. Personally I am a 
free trader, a socialist, and a single taxer. 
I also believe that even the philosophical 
anarchist should be given a hearing in the 
public forum. None of these are barred from 
a hearing in Lincoln center, which thereby 
shows that its policy is wise as well as 
tolerant.“ 

Dr. Jones as Slayer df Evil. 


The Rev. Samuel Crothers of Cambridge, 
Mass., said: 

Dr. Jones has done much in this com- 
munity to demonstrate the truth of the en- 
lightened doctrine that moral responsibility 
is increased by the power of the united 
social forces possible under modern condi- 
tions in great cities. He has not been con- 
tent to sit around in a religious bungalow 
waiting for the spirit of evil, known as the 
devil’ to come within reach of a window 
whence he can be shot at. He goes forth 
gunning for the evil spirit, and he has made 
an excellent record as a dead shot.

Dr. Graham Taylor, who presided, praised 
the life work of Dr. Jones. Tomorrow will be 
woman's day at the celebration. 


BUSSE NOT TALKING RELIGION;

Andrew Stevenson, secretary of the Lay- 
men’s Evangelistic council, which has charge 
of the Torrey meetings, telephoned to Mayor 
Busse's office yesterday morning:

At the battle of 
Shiloh, when Gen. Prentiss was taken pris- 
oner, Capt. Binmore made his escape, saving 
valuable papers. He was assigned then to

For the last thirty years he has practiced 
law and written and compiled various lega 
works.

WIPES OUT ITS SHORTAGE 


Trustees in Return Will Pay An- 
nuities to Men Named 
by Benefactor. 


= 


William Deering, before departing yester- 
day for his winter residence in Florida, made 
arrangements to save Garrett Biblical insti- 
tute from the crisis which its president, Dr. 
C. J. Little, declared it was facing. 

Mr. Deertitg gave the school $90,000, which 
is said to cover amply the shortage in the 
accounts of the school which was discovered 
after the retirement of Dr. R. D. Sheppard, 
its treasufer and business manager, eighteen 
months ago. The belief had been accepted 
that the discrepancy discovered by the ex- 
pert bookeepers was much less than this, 
and the difference is said to have been given 
to liquidate losses incurred through incompe- 
tent business management. 


Secret Annuities Granted. 

In return ior his gift Mr. Deering asked 
the trustees of the theological school to pro- 
vide annuities for certain men whose names 
were mentioned in an unrecorded agreement. 
The benefactor did not wish their names 
made public. _ 

To guarantee this income the board con- 
veyed to the State bank of Chicago in trust 
the seminary’s property at the southeast cor- 
ner of Lake and Market streets, historic 
ground in that it was part of the site of the 
Wigwam in which Lincoln first was nom- 
inated for president. 

The property was part of the original en- 
dowment given the school by Eliza Garrett. 
It is 140x180 feet and is oceupied by a nine 
and ten story building. This was erected in 
1898 for the use of Reid, Murdoch & Co., who 
recently have extended their ten year lease 
an additional five years—viz.: to Jan. 1, 1913. 


Cheap Rent for Tenants. 

Negotiations for this leasehold were con- 
ducted by Dr. Sheppard and resulted in what 
is known as the cheapest rent in Chicago,“ 
the lessors receiving the benefit of the free- 
dom from taxation granted to school prop- 
erty. Although the value is estimated at 
nearly $800,000 the annual rental is but 
$27,000. 8 

The property is incumbered by a $300,000 
mortgage incurred for the erection of the 
building and held by the Northwestern Mu- 
tual Life Insurance company. The confiden- 
tial agreement between Mr. Deering and the 
Garrett trustees provides that if the seminary 
is unable to meet payments upon this obliga- 
tion the “‘ mainstay ”’ of the school will do 80.

Under Slot Machine Law. 


IS REGARDED AS A PERSON“ 


Plea That It Is Exempt Because of 
Prison Penalty, Is Overruled. 


That a corporation can be prosecuted and 
fined under the state law against slot ma- 
chines, even though it cannot be imprisoned, 
was the decision made yesterday afternoon 
by Municipal Judge Fake. The decision was 
in the case of the Mills Novelty company, 
which contended that inasmuch as the law 
prescribed impriso nt as a part of the pen- 
alty for all offenses subsequent to the first 
it could not have been the intention of the 
legislature to include Vrporations. 

In effect, the judge held that a corpora- 
tion is ‘‘a person for purposes of enforce- 
ment of the statute against „ slot machine 
gambling.“ Because of this ruling the com- 
pany and its president, Herbert S. Mills, will 
have to go to trial in the Mynicipal court on 
Nov. 18. The company is said to control 
practically all the slot machine devices made. 

It was at the conclusion of arguments on 
a motion to quash the information and throw 
the case out of court that Judge Fake gave 
his decision. All the forenoon and part of 
the afternoon he had listened to Attorney 
John E. W. Weyman for the defendant com- 
pany and to Assistant State's Attorney Rob- 


‘ert H. McCormick for the prosecution. 


Cannot Imprison Corporation. 

‘‘ You cannot imprison a corporation.“ said 
Mr. Wayman. “ Under the law as it stands 
today it could not apply to a corporation if 
the concern could prove more than one vio- 
lation of the things prohibited.” 

Attorney McCormick argued that the first 
offense, under the law, meant the offense 
for which the first prosecution is started, not 
the first offense in point of time—a “ fiest 


offense’ of which the state authorities may. 


have no knowledge or evidence. 

“Tf it was not the intention of the law- 
makers at Springfield to include corporations 
in the expression person,“ hessaid, it 
must have been that they intended to grant 
immunity to corporations. This is a com- 
paratively new law. and it is hardly to be 
thought tHat speetal legislation, giving im- 
munity baths to corporations, while punish- 
ing individuals, was intended by the legis- 


lature." 
Point Not Yet at Issue. 


In announcing his ruling Judge Fake said: 

„Whether there may be any way to im- 
prison a corporation under this statute isa 
matter not in issue at this time, as the state 
Goes not allege that it is a second or third 
offense. On the contrary, the public prose- 
cutor says specifically that it is the first 
offense. As only a fine can be imposed for 
the first offense the corporation is amenable 
to that provision of the law at least, The 
motion is denied and the case. will have to 


go to trial.”

MORECHAD WICK LOANS BARED 


Deposition Says J. W. Friend of 
Pittsburg Put Up $800,000. 


CAR COMPANY FUNDS USED. 


Fight Over Jutte Estate Brings to Light 
Adventuress’ Operations. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 4.—[Special.]—Cassie 
L. Chadwick, the financial adventuress, who 
died in the Ohio penitentiary recently, got 
nearly $800,000 from James W. Friend of 
Pittsburg, according to a deposition made 
public this morning when the state Supreme 
court refused to seal the document. 

Mrs. Chadwick was an important witness in 
a suit to be brought by the Colonial Trust 
company, administrator of the estate of W. 
C. Jutte and his wife against James W. 
Friend and F. N. Hoffstot for an accounting 
of certain stock transactions, and her testi- 
mony was taken by deposition when her 
death was feared. 


Bares Adventuress’ Deals. 

This document throws much light on the 
business conmections of the late queen of 
finance with Pittsburgers, although she re- 
trained from bringing into the instrument 
names of certain men who, at times, repre- 
“sented Friend and Hoffstot. 

The deposition shows that Mrs. Chadwick 
secured from Hoffstot and Friend, president 
and vice president respectively of the 
Pressed Steel Car company, more than $790,- 
000 in loans, for which she put up $5,600,000 in 
securities, afterward found to be worthless. 

It shows also that Mrs. Chadwick almost 
succeeded in Securing valuable stocks and 
loans of the C. Jutte Coal company from 
Friend and Hoffstot in return for worthless 
securities which she had offered. It shows 
further that Friend and Hoffstot talked con- 
fidentially with ber on many occasions rela- 
tive to the mental condition of Jutte. 


Tells of Intimidation. 

According to allegations made by Mrs. 
Chadwick, strenuous efforts were made by 
Friend to keep her from making deposition 
or even giving testimony in the Jutte litiga- 
tion. He went to Cleveland and retained 
Judge Wing, formerly Mrs, Chadwick's at- 
torney, to use his influence with Mrs. Chad- 
wick who says that they threatened to use 
their influence against her in keeping her in 
prison if she gave evidence in the Jutte case. 

Attorney A. Leo Weil, who secured the 
deposition from Mrs. Chadwick in the Colum- 
bus penitentiary May 10, 1906, was most bit- 
ter in his denunciation of Hoffstot and Friend, 
particularly the latter, ‘and in referring to 
the treatment accorded to Jutte in his busi- 
ness dealings with them. 

Weil said that the approval of their con- 
duct amounted to approval of a man who 
would find a man drowning and then wait for 
him to come to the surface, pull him out, rifle 
his pockets and drop him back into the water.

Chicago, Nov. 4.—[{Editor of The Tribune. ] 
~There has been so much misrepresgpta- 
tion about the Economy Light and er 
company in connection with a contemplated 
deep waterway and with legislation by the 

adjourned session of the Illinois general as- 
sembly that, departing from my usual policy 
of silence in relation to matters under my 
charge, I deem it proper to ask a little space 
now for a few words. 

I am the president of the Economy Light 
and Power company, and I think it will be 
appreciated that I probably know something 
about its action. 

In no way whatever has the Economy com- 
pany sought or undertaken to influence legis- 
lation by the adjourned session of the legis- 
lature. It has had nobody at Springfield to 
act for it, directly or indirectly, in the legis- 
lature or out of it, in favor of any measure 
or against any measure. All statements to 
the contrary are unfounded and untrue, and 
I am afraid in many cases have been known 
to be untrue by the parties making them, 
who desired therehy to create an atmosphere 
hostile to the company. 

In the last few days much has been said 
in the newspapers about the action of the 
senate upon the so-called nabigabillty 
bill“ in striking out the emergency clause, 
and this action seems to be in some way 
attributed to the Economy company. I‘want 
to say with all possible emphasis that neither 
I nor anybody else connected with the com- 
pany, so far as I know, has in any way been 
instrumental in bringing about this action of 
the senate, or had any advance information 
about it, or knows now why it was taken. 


Not Hostile to Deep Waterway. 


Further, let me say that the Economy com- 
pany is not hostile to the deep waterway. 
All the company’s plans have been executed 
with the knowledge and acquiescence of 
United States government engineers, so as 
to harmonize with any future federal deep 
waterway work. The company’s present 
work at Morris was projected more than a 
year ago, and bonds were publicly sold to 
provide for it, and the work is now going on 
in an ordinary and usual way, and not with 
„ feverish haste.“ The plans for the work 
were submitted to the secretary of war, who 
did not issue a permit therefor, solely be- 
cause he was advised that the Desplaines 
river was not navigable in fact, and that he 
therefore had no jurisdiction in the prem- 
ises, but he intimated that if the river were 
navigable and he had jurisdiction he would 
have been disposed to issue the permit. 

The Economy company is simply a prop- 
erty owner owning land along the banks of 
a river and under a river which is not nav- 
igable, and, like other preperty owners, it 
is exercising its right to improve its prop- 
erty at its own expense. It does not expect 
that its property will be or can be taken 
away without compensation, and it has not 
tried to stand in the way dnd does not wish 
to stand in the way of the contemplated 
waterway.

“The increased number of passengers for 
the long haul has been substantial,“ said 
Mr. Chariton, but there has been a net loss 
of half a cent a mile on every ticket, for under 
the 8 cent faré the long haul averaged about 
2% cents a mile. On short hau! tickets there 
have been large sales, but here the road has 


under the 3 cent fare. 

At only a few ticket’ offices bas the Alton 
taken more money than it took for the corre- 
sponding period last year. Those which do 
show a gain are for the most part the larger 
cities, such as Chicago, St. Louis, and Kansas 
City, yet in these the gain in receipts appears 
small when compared with the number of 
tickets sold. The small towns perhaps are 
more representative, since in the aggregate 
they originate more business. With hardly 
an exception these show an increase in the 
number of passengers but a falling off in re- 
ceipts.”’
